THE “CURE? AT MONDORF SPA 


How Nazi war criminals lived in Luxembourg jail 
by JOHN KENNETH GALBRAITH 


On leave of absence with the War Department, Fortune Editor 
John Kenneth Galbraith spent five months overseas studying the 
effects of Allied bombing. His work took him to Mondorf-les-Bains 


in Luxembourg to interrogate the German war criminals held there 
for trial, is Mr. Galbraith's story of what Mondorf jail was like 
and how its inmates lived before they were moved to Nurnberg, 
there to appear in November before the Four-Power Tribunal. 


londorf-les-Bains is a smallish spa in Luxembourg with half a 

dozen hotels, nice shady streets and a very pretty park. Before the 
war its clients were middle-class Luxembourgeois and Belgians and a 
scattering of French, The waters are said to be excellent but I have 
forgotten, if lever knew, whether one drinks them or bathes in them, 
or what they cure, There were more outsiders than usual in Mondorf 
last summer but they were all Americans and Germans, for the Army 
had converted Mondorf into a jail for the top German war criminals. 
Even the name of Mondorf had been converted; it was known through- 
out the theater by its code name, which was “Ashcan.” 

On War Department business, I spent a week in Mondorf carly in 
the summer. One night an Air Forces colonel and I visited the spa's 
largest hotel, which had been converted into the jail proper. We 
stood looking into the lounge, a large rectangular room filled with 
people, About two-thirds were in uniform, the rest in a shabby as- 
sortment of civilian clothes. They were waiting for supper. "’Sup- 
pose," the colonel commented, “’someone had written a play in 1940 
ar the time of Dunkirk and put all these characters on the stage when 
the curtain went up. The playbill would have read, "A jail in Luxem- 
bourg in June 1945.’ The Broadway critics would sure have panned 
the hell out of that one."” 

Whether they panned the performance or not, the critics would 
have been impressed by the cast of characters. Present among others 
were Field Marshal Wilhelm Keitel, until a few weeks before the 
chicf of the German high command; Colonel General Alfred Jodl, 
until lately Hitler's chief of staff; Field Marshal Kesselring, the last 
supreme commander of the west; Admiral Doenitz, Joachim von Rib- 
bentrop, Robert Ley, Walther Funk and Julius Streicher. The star 
guest was not present; Reichmarschall Goring was upstairs sick in 
bed. 


The hotel that the Army had taken over for these strange charac- 
ters was a plain and not unpleasant cight-story structure of g 
stucco with a long veranda across the front. It was surrounded by 
a double stockade of coiled barbed wire about 15 or 20 feet high and 
at each corner was a guard tower. There was a soldier and a machine 
gun in cach of the towers. So far as the prisoners were concerned the 
precautions were probably unnecessary, for if one had escaped he 
would have had a hard time avoiding the U.S. Army in that part of 
Europe and a harder time still getting regular meals. Buc the fence 
did keep out any sightseers who might have heard that there were 
interesting people about, and a heavy green camouflage net had been 
draped over the outer barricade so it was impossible to peck. Al- 
though the hotel was close to the road, what with trees and the 
green camouflage, you could drive or even walk by the front of it 
without noticing anything out of the ordinary. Down the road a 
half mile or so in an open field was another stockade for the ordinary 
POWs who worked around the hotel. The officers who were running 
the establishment got a good deal of satisfaction out of the bicycles 
and cars that stopped there for a long look at the home of the de- 
feared supermen. The greater danger from those outside as com- 
pared with those within was evident in the formalitics at the gate. 
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It was comparatively easy once 
you were inside to get out again. 
“To get in here,” one of the 
sergeants at the gate comment- 
ed one day, “you have to have 
a pass from God and someone 
has to verify the signature."” 

Time seemed to hang rather 
heavily on the hands of most of 
the inmates, a fairly common- 
place fact, I suppose, about life 
in jail. Very few did any read- 
ing and only a small group 
played cards. Most of the time 
they spent walking up and 
down the veranda, singly or in 
pairs, and looking at the view 
‘That consisted of a few square 
yards of well-clipped grass, an 
empty fountain pool with a 
very dehydrated mermaid 
painted on the botcom attended 
by a couple of cqually desic- 
cated fish and two or three 
flower beds edged with gerani- 
ums and barbed wire. This un- 
inspiring promenade was made 
considerably less attractive by 
the curious behavior of Julius 
Streicher. Streicher was report- 
edly suffering from the occupa- 
tional disease of a professional 
Nazi. He would walk normally 
with the rest for an hour or so 
and then without warning he 
would turn co the railing, stiffen 
to attention and throw out his 
armin a Nazi salute. For the mo- 
ment, by local diagnosis, Julius 
was at a Parteitag in the days of 
his glory and an SS battalion 
was stomping by. The battal- 
ion would pass and Streicher 
would relax and continue his 
walk. Then with no apparent 
warning another would come 
along. The performance seemed 
to make his fellow strollers a 
bit uneasy. 


The jail was under the com- 
mand of Colonel Burton C. 
Andrus and it is hard to imag- 
ine that the Army could have 
found a better man for the job. 
Colonel Andrus is a dark- 
haired, bespectacled and rather 
unobtrusive officer who is just 
finishing his 28th year in the 
regular Army. He had no fecling 
whatever of professional rap- 
port with the German officers; 
he disliked them just as much 
as the politicians. In fact Colo- 
nel Andrus was somewhat al- 
lergic to all of his charges. 
Discipline at Mondorf was 
strict and uncomfortable. All 
the American officers treated 
the Germans with a kind of dis- 
tant and polite distaste. The 
hotel rooms had been stripped 
of all their regular furniture and 
each was re-equipped with a 
folding GI cot, a blanket and a 
plain table. Because he was 
bedridden, Goring had been 
granted the temporary pri 
lege of a mattress. A GI cot is 
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only a couple of feet wide and 
the mattress drooped over the 
edges of the cot. Hermana, in 
turn, seemed to droop over the 
edges of the mattress. All the 
glass had been taken out of the 
windows of the hotel on the 
theory that it might be useful 
in a suicide attempt and had 
been replaced with the kind of 
translucent screen that is used 
for the windows of chicken 
coops. All other possible suicide 
weapons such as razors, neck- 
ties and shoelaces had been 
removed. 

‘As might be expected, the 
prisoners were not a very cn- 
gaging group of people, but the 
cumulative effect of seeing them 
ar close range was not so much 
anger or dislike as a kind of dis- 
gusted weariness with the whole 
crew. I began to think of the 
war-criminal trials more and 
more as a kind of sanitary 
measure. The generals and ad- 
mirals had managed to retain a 
slight dignity but the politi- 
cians didn’t even have that. 
Ribbentrop one remembered 
from the newsreels as a spruce, 
arrogant exhibitionist, He had 
become a little, slightly stoop- 
shouldered man with an ash- 
gray complexion and eyes like 
the Duke of Windsor's. He was 
still wearing the gray flannel suit 
which he had on when he was 
arrested, It was now limp, seedy 
and not very clean, Some of the 
local house rules also had a bad 
effect on his appearance. The 
German barber could only get 
around to the prisoners every 
other day so Ribbentrop, like 
the rest, had a marked 5-0'clock 
shadow. The rule against neck- 
ties gave him the collar-band- 
and-button appearance of some- 
one you get out of bed in the 
middle of the night. He left me 
with the impression of a furtive 
and not very intelligent shyster 
and that, I suppose, is what he 
always was. 


The most unwholesome-look- 
ing specimen was Ley. From all 
accounts the squat little doctor 
had been on a bat for four or 
five years prior to his capture 
and he looked it. He was in his 
pajamas when he was taken 
and the boys didn’t give him 
time to dress, but subsequently 
he had been decked out in a 
ficld jacket and a pair of khaki 
trousers. The colonel who was 
with me said he looked like a 
Bowery bum who had got into 
an induction center while on 
a toot. Possibly because I 
couldn't remember ever having 
seen a Bowery bum, my reac- 
tion to Ley was definitely one 
of nostalgia. It was several 
hours before I discovered why. 
When I was a boy in Canada we 
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weren't allowed to have guns 
and the only wild life one could 
hunt without a gun was ground 
hogs. Ley, I eventually real- 
ized, looked extraordinarily 
like a frightened ground hog, 
though our ground hogs in On- 
tario didn’t have the blowsy- 
eyed squint that comes from a 
permanent hangover. 

The generals looked a little 
better. German generals are 
probably the only people from 
real life anywhere in the world 
that Hollywood might want to 
tone down a bit so as not to ap- 
pear to be overdoing it. And a 
little of their transcendent 
grandeur survived even in jail. 
Their uniforms don’t call for 
shirts and they wear boots in- 
stead of shoes so the confisca~ 
tion of neckties and shoelaces 
didn’t leave them looking half- 
dressed. They still had on their 
throat-choker blouses with the 
red and gold doodads on the 
collars and the general staff 
officers still wore the trousers

with the wide red stripe down 
the side, And they still walked, 
stood and sat as though they 
had had their basic training in 
an iron lung. However, even 
the generals had deteriorated 
some. For one thing their rib- 
bons, decorations and insignia 
of rank had been pecled off, 
Jeaving unfaded blotches and 
holes on their tunics. The closer 
you got to the generals the 
more their uniforms looked like 
the ones you rent for an ama- 
teur theatrical. 

The general who had deterio- 
rated most was Keitel. At his 
best he must have been a rather 
handsome man. Without his 
uniform he could have passed 
in the U.S. as a solid though 
not very brilliant vice president 
ofa small-town bank. At Mon- 
dorf he was suffering from a 
sore neck and therefore wore 
his uniform unbuttoned at the 
collar, with a handkerchief 
around his throat. In some curi- 
ous way he gave the impression 
of a general who had gone to 
work. General Jodl, a thin, 
sharp-featured man with a 
bloodless complexion, looked 
better but he was in exceeding- 
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ly poor spirits. At Flensburg 
after the surrender he had com- 
mented bitterly, “Formerly 
when we lost a war we laid 
down our swords, traded you 
a province and were friends. 
Now you seek to destroy us. 
Mondorf had only served to 
convince the general that his 
opponents were not gentlemen. 
The man who appeared to be 
doing bestin captivity was Kes- 
selring. Before he took over in 
the Mediterranean he had been 
a Luftwaffe officer—he com- 
manded one of the Luftwaffe 
divisions in the Battle of Brit- 
ain—and his air-force uniform, 
since it was less. magnificent 
than a general staff officcr’s, 
didn’t look quite so silly. 
coarse, red-faced, rugged-look- 
ing man, he seemed to accept a 
term in jail as a normal episode 
in his career. 

This war has been excep- 
tionally hard on German gen- 
erals, the first, I suppose, in 
which they have ever really

suffered. American and British 
planes had a very successful 
program of attacking command 
posts from D-day on and suc- 
ceeded in making them almost 
as unpleasant as the front line. 
A number of generals had the 
even more unpleasant experi- 
ence of being shot, hanged or 
garroted by their own govern- 
ment, Buc most of those at 
Mondorf seemed to feel that 
peace was their major misfor- 
tune. Instead of being honor- 
able foemen, as they expected, 
they were on trial as presumed 
criminals for having planned 
and executed a murderous war. 
At the end of a week I flew 
back to Frankfurt with a young 
second lieutenant who had had 
a chance to look over the guests 
at Mondorf. His first impres- 
sions seemed to me to be emi-

THE RACE HORS 


HE MAY TAKE OUR MONEY AWAY FROM US BUT HE NEED NOT MAKE US HYPOCRITES, T00 


A country that has just won a war without 
the use of a single mounted regiment stands 
in danger of making a hero, or at least a fe- 
tish, of the horse. Not baseball, but horse 
racing, is the hottest sport in America to- 
day, Belmont Park drew more paid visitors 
on the day of the Lawrence Realization 
Stakes last month than this year's average 
World Series game attendance, and Belmont 
is just one of 62 tracks. The crowds who go 
to see the ponies are growing almost too 
fast for the tote machines to handle, They 
bet $1,126,000,000 in 1944 and will have bet 
more than that this year, despite the fact 
that there was no racing from Janua 
May. There has been nothing like it since 
the 1929 Wall Street boom. 

It is also us unstable as that boom At the 
risk of being called a spoilsport we feel duty 
bound to point out the hazards in this febrile 
situation before it is too late. 


What Sport? 


To begin with, it is obvious that horserac- 
ing is not a sport at all, either in the calis- 
thenie or the spectato . “The turf” 
was well defined se 
lico as a collec “eager, greedy 
people, all swept together by the common 
fever engendered by trying to obtain some- 
thing for nothing.” [tis true that their pulses 
sometimes pound in time to the hoofbeats; if 
that is “sport” so is jumping up and down on 
one leg in a doctor's off is true that a 
certain amount of fresh air can be absorbed 
at a horse park, but the increasing numbers 
who attend the races by telephone or at a 
bookie’s drop do not absorb it. All true 
“spectator sports” allow the spectator some 
mental or emotional participation. He knows 
the rules, foresees a long pass or a double 
play, identifies his own sagging wits and 
muscles with some nimbler hero’s. But who 
identi himself with a running horse? Or 
even with a jockey? Probably only other 
jockeys. For the vast majority of track fans 
it is not one’s self that runs or rides; it is 
one’s $2. 

A little reflection will show how serious a 
difference this is. Horsy people—the breed- 
crs, trainers, stewards, millionaire owners 
and such who control the racing industry— 
are aware of it almost to the point of alarm. 
They rightly regurd these hordes of bet- 
waving newcomers as an intrusion, boding ill 
for their harmless if rather daffy hobby. For 
a lot of money is involved, so much that this 
ancient sport of kings and bums is trying 
to adapt itself to the great mass of middle- 
class, married church members of both sexes 
who, according to one survey, now constitute 
the average visitor to the track. 

These efforts at adaptation, while ener- 
getic, have been marred by the giggling fits 
which overtake all horse lovers when they 
are asked to defend their hobby on grounds 
of logic or utility. Theoretically, the only 
reason for a horse race is as a test of “speed 
and stamina,” attributes in a horse which 
were useful to man in the days when the 
horse was a real factor in daily life. The cor- 
rect name of the club that runs the Saratoga 
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track is the “Saratoga Association for the 
Improvement of the Breed of Horses,” and 
every track still pretends, with fluctuating 
seriousness, that this purpose governs all. 
The fact is, of course, that the American 
thoroughbred has not been improved in any 
visible way for a hundred years, and that the 
race is now the reason for the horse, instead 
of vice versa. 

Kidded out of the breed-improving ar- 
gument, the industry points to 881 beau- 
tiful U.S. horse farms, their acreage thrice as 
great as Rhode Island’s, which gladly grew 
so much hemp for the war effort and are so 
good for real-estate values in There is 
yment argument; indeed, few 
industries support so variegated a cast of 
characters, from the jockey’s valet who gets 
a $50 tip after a good meet to the Pinkertons 
on whom Belmont spends more than $2,000 a 
day. Although a few professional dopers and 
ringers were made idle by recent track re- 
forms, the march of technology offset this 
disemployment with new jobs, such as saliva~ 
testing and indexing the profiles and markings 
by which 5,000 new horses per year can be 
readily identified at any tra

If it were possible to popularize the race 
horse, sports writers would long sinee have 
done so. For an example of their perverse 


sentimentality, we need look no further than 
the recent obituaries of Exterminator (“Old 
Bones”). 

Not only was this aged nag given credit for 
having sold $25,000,000 worth of war bonds 
at Belmont in 1943; his soul was practically 
observed to wing its way into the body of a 
small pony which was biting his ear at the 
deathbed. 

The question is, however, has it become a 
public duty to like horses? A popular knowl- 
edge of good horseflesh would make our tax 
em honest again—or as honest as it was 
efore the pari-mutuel came along. Do we 
not owe it to ourselves to become a nation of 
horse lovers? For an answer to that, let us 
turn to the horse himself, 


The Horse’s Answer 


‘The horse, alas, is a poor witness in his 
own behalf. Despite the wartime effort to 
popularize his flesh, it is not willingly eaten. 
After centuries of “breed improvement,” his 
intelligence remains inferior to a pig’s, let 
alone a dog’s. He remains feebly responsi 
to all but the cruelest stimuli, a yank on the 
mouth or a kick in the groin, Those most 
familiar with him, the touts and railbirds, 
will not even call him by name; they call 
him a goat, a roach or even a beetle. 

Despite the study lavished on his blood 
lines, the horse has not yielded a single major 
discovery to gencties. Horse breederscan agree 
only to disagree. If this is because horsy 
cople are weak in their generalizing facul- 
ties, some of the blame surely rests with th 
beast whose stultifying company they ke 
But while the horse has been standing 
ill, the rest of the world has not. In “‘speed 
d stamina,” the qualities which are sup- 
posed to make up for his low IQ, the horse 
cannot compete with a 20-year-old Harley 
Davidson. Farmers as well as generals find 
him less and less usefitl, though no less hun- 
gry. It is time to send the horse back to the 
wilds. 

As for “the turf,” it will remain a colorful 
front for gambling, an alfresco numbers 
game. The dullest eye enjoys Hialeah’s flam- 
ingos or the sartorial gamut at Saratoga. But 
when we spectators, or the people who ta 
us, ask the purpose of this handsome gather- 
ing, let us stop telling each other lies. It is 
far better to be a nation of confessed gam- 
blers than of phony horse lovers, The pre- 
tense is like trying to add our guilt to the 
lead in the poor brute’s saddle.

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THE NEW CARS 


A visitor to Detroit finds he will be able to buy 


a 1946 version of a 1942 car by end of next summer 
hy GEORGE W. BENNETT 


oughly ten million Americans, including myself, are in the market 

for new cars, As a typical prospective new-car buyer, I went to 
Detroit recently to find out, among other things, when the new cars 
will be available, what they will look like and what they will cost. 
This is what I learned. 

If prolonged strikes do not develop in the industry, a customer 
who has no special connections but who makes a rather determined 
effore should be able to buy a new car by late summer of next year. 
If he's willing to make a career out of getting a new car, he may be 
able to have one by June. It’s likely co be two years, however, be- 
fore he can walk into a showroom, as in prewar days, order the 
exact model he wants and expect fairly prompe delivery. The first 
new cars to be produced will be called 1946 models. They will not 
be much different from the 1942s. But they will almost certainly 
cost more than the 1942s did. A consensus of current speculation 
would put the increase at somewhere from 7% to 20% over 1942 
prices. The customer who buys a 1946 automobile will find his new 
car dated by the fall of 1947 when the new models, referred to in 
Detroit as the post-postwar cars, come out. Nobody close to the 
automobile business believes that the '47s will be sensationally dif- 
ferent from the "46s. There is a widespread feeling in automotive 
circles that four wheels and a gas tank arc here to stay. 

In Detroit, I approached finding out about the new automobiles 
in much the same way that I used to shop for a new car. I called on 
all the automobile manufacturers and asked about their lines. This 
procedure was different from the old days. Ir was customary, as I 
recall, for the salesman to take the prospect out on a trial spin. It 
was pretty hard to do this when I was in Detroit; the new cars 
just weren't available for trial spins. Also, as I recall, the salesman 
was an agreeable party who made an effort to excite your interest in 
his product. The automobile people in Detroit don’t yet have any- 
thing to scll, and perhaps that is why they scemed rather less ex- 
pansive than one might expect. 


15,000,000 people are ready to buy 


When the new cars are delivered, people who go shopping for 
them are not going to lack company. In 1942 there were 27,600,000 
passenger cars in use in this country. There are 24,000,000 in’ use 
today. Most of the missing 3,600,000 have gone to the graveyard. 
‘An additional half-million cars are expected to wear out and be 
junked during the rest of this year. Approximately 9,500,000 cars 
now being driven have a value of $100 or less and would normally 
be in junk yards. Of the 24,000,000 owners now driving cars, 
15,000,000, at a conservative estimate, want different automobiles. 
Some 10,000,000 are waiting to buy new cars; the other 5,000,000 
are in the market for a newer used car. 

Until recently the industry talked about turning out around a 
half-million cars by the end of this year. That now looks rashly 
optimistic. Typical 1945 production goals include 25,000 for Buick, 
4,000 for Cadillac, 8,000 for Packard and 30,000 for Pontiac. Ford, 
who began production on July 3, had the most ambitious plans: 80,~ 
ooo cars by Dec. 31. When Ford shut down temporarily on Sept. 14 
because of serikes in feeder plants, the company had buile a total of 
2,300 cars. Considering the current uncertainties in Detroit, it would 
take Nostradamus to say how many cars will finally be produced 
in 1945.

But manufac- 
turers admit that most customers will get no chance at new cars until summer of 1946. 
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Studebaker from 133,000 to 300,000, Oldsmobile from 270,000 to 
450,000. Hudson will hit a peak of 300,000, Packard and Cadil 


Nash, which produced 89,000 cars in 1941, would not be surpri 
to find itself building thrce to four times that many. Although Chev- 
rolet and the four divisions of Chrysler (Plymouth, DeSoto, Dodge, 
Chrysler) are acting traditionally coy about future plans, there is no 
doubt that they will also expand to take advantage of the lush 
seller's market. Altogether, the industry expects to be turning out 
cars at the rate of 6,000,000 a year in 1946, This is nearly double the 
average production in the last five years before the war, and 1,500,000 
more than the biggest previous year in history which, not surpris- 
ingly, was 1929. 

The first cars off the assembly lines will be two-door and four-door 
sedans in standard colors like gray and black. These are the most 
popular models. Coupés will come next. It may be two months or 
more after a manufacturer gets into production before he begins to 
sandwich in a few convertibles. Station wagons, which are in the 
slightest demand and cost the most, will, in most cases, be last on the 
list. Buick is an exception. Although beginning, like the others, 
with a sedan, they will soon produce a new 1946 station wagon, 
or as Buick loftily refers to it, the Estate Wagon. Manufacturers are 
aware that the customers, at least in the beginning, will not be 
choosy about models and that nearly anything on wheels will sell. 
The customer will pay his money but he will not necessarily take his 
choice.

Asa rule, manufacturers will start production with their middle or 
lower-priced lines. Oldsmobile, a typical example, will begin with a 
two-door sedan in its lower-priced line, switch to a four-door sedan 
in its middle-priced line and move on to the same model in its higher- 
priced line. Nash will lead off with its "600" four-door sedan and 
follow with the same model in its higher-priced Ambassador line 
Studebaker is concentrating on its lower-priced Champion series. In 
general, the customers will be offered the same number of body types 
and the same number of price lines as before the war. However, Ford, 
sometimes known in Detroit as “The Lone Ranger,” has developed 
anew model, called the Sportsman Convertible, which will be added 
to the 1946 Ford line.

During my first couple of days in Detroit, Thad a tendency, when 
being shown models or pictures of 1946 lines, to say something about 
their resemblance to the "42s, occasionally using words like “face- 
lifted,"" “warmed-over" or “refreshed.” These words made my auto 
mobile acquaintances wince and look hurc, as though I had spoken 
unbecomingly of their mother. One of the simple facts of automotive 
life, however, is that the "46s bear a striking resemblance to the ‘42s 
for the good reason that the basic dies that were used to make the 
"gas are being used for the ‘46s. If the manufacturers hadn't adopted 
this expedient measure it is unlikely they would have been able to 
produce any cars at all this year. The principal exterior changes on 
all 1946 models have been made on the front end, particularly the 
radiator grille, which has generally become more massive and tends 
to give the cars a lower, broader appearance, Radiator ornaments 
have been changed on some cars and there has been considerable tink- 
ering with the chromium. Bumpers have been “wrapped around” 
the fenders, bumper guards have been altered, parking lights have 
been refurbished and name emblems have been enlarged, In appear 
ance, however, the ‘42s and "46s are about as fundamentally different 
as a new suit, before and after alterations, 

Mechanically, the manufacturers have been at pains to point out, 
the "46s contain a vast number of improvements. The number of these 
advertised improvements ranges from a modest 27 for Pontiac and 39 
for Buick to 80 for Ford and over 100 for Nash. Not a great many of 
these innovations will make you gasp with surprise, or, for that mat- 
ter, even be visible unless you take the motor apart or crawl under 
the machine and carefully look around. Even then, you might quite 
reasonably decide that some of the advertised improvements are more 
important than others. On the Ford, for example, the new V-8 engine 
develops 100 hp where the prewar engine developed 90, and the 
brakes have been improved so that they require less pedal pressure. 
But some of the other 78 advertised improvements, such as a wider 
use of self-locking nuts instead of cotter pins and a tool bag made of 
artificial leather instead of burlap, do not seem sufficiently impressive 
to make automotive history. 


Trade-in bids may be low 


The first customers eligible to buy the new cars will be doctors, 
nurses, ministers and other persons with priorities. Whether they 
will hurry right out to buy is speculative. Since they were permit- 
ted to buy new cars during the war, it is possible that many are driv- 
ing automobiles in fairly good condition and will accordingly be 
inclined to wait until they can get a post-postwar model. If this turns 
out to be the case, nonpriority purchasers may be able to enter the 
market somewhat earlier. In any case rationing of automobiles will 
very likely be canceled by the first of the year. 

The second group to get new cars will be those who have already 
placed an order or who buy one from someone who has. Knowing 
that orders for new cars will be at a premium, numerous operators 
around the country have placed orders with several dealers with the 
intention of later turning an easy dollar as order brokers.

with one who wants to make a clean cash deal. The cash deal brings 
the dealer only his profit on the new car, which is in the neighbor- 
hood of 25% of the purchase price. When a dealer takes a car ona 
trade-in, he can, of course, augment his profit with what he clears 
from selling the used car. Furthermore, dealers will not have to offer 
high prices on trade-ins to get all the business they can handle. twill 
be at least three years before the customers can revert to theit old pre- 
war practice of playing one dealer against another in the hope of 
making a sharp deal. 

Although practically everybody in Detroit appears to be a self 
acknowledged expert in the automotive line, nobody seems to know 
definitely what the new cars will cost. Even before the U.A.W. de- 
clared its intention of getting a 30% wage boost, there was a general 
belief in Detroit that there would be an increase in new-car prices, 
running possibly from 7% to 10% over '42 prices. If wages go up, the 
manufacturers say, speaking with a determination that borders on 
belligerence, prices of cars will go up, although not necessarily in the 
same proportion. There are many intangibles. One is the price that 
Ford puts on his new cars. When I was in Detroit, there was an in- 
teresting rumor to the effect that Ford was planning to announce, on 
one day, that he would sell his new cars at 1942 prices, and on the 
next day, that he was raising wages. All rumors and speculations 
concerning prices arc, however, subject co change without notice 
About all the customers can count on, it seems, is that cars will cost 
more than they did before the war. 

Before going to Detroit I had read chat Henry Kaiser, che ship- 
builder, was going into the car-manufacturing business and I was 
curious to look into this development. My curiosity, I found, was 
not matched by anybody I talked to in the established motor con- 
cerns. Without exception the people I saw looked upon the advent of 
Kaiser with tremendous disinterest. A typical reaction was that of an 
executive in one of the concerns, who explained the general apathy 
by saying, “'See that fly up there on the ceiling? He's not bothering us 
much, is he? Well, that’s about how much we're bothered by Henry 
Kaiser.”’ This lack of interest is not necessarily a reflection on Henry 
Kaiser, or on Joseph Frazer, a veteran automobile executive who is 
president and general manager of the newly formed Kaiser-Frazer 
Corporation. Local historians recollect that the same kind of chilly, 
hostile reception was accorded Walter P. Chrysler when he began 
making automobiles 20 years ago. The widespread low-pressure re- 
action to Kaiser-Frazer is, rather, a reflection of what picture post- 
cards call the motor capital of the world. Still a frontier town—pro- 
vincial, smug and brassy—Detroit looks on all newcomers with a 
jaundiced eye.

In spite of the general disinterest, I went out to the Kaiser-Frazer 
headquarters. Temporarily installed in the old Graham-Paige fac- 
tory, they were not overly impressive, but the company has since 
taken a five-year lease on the Willow Run plant and will presently 
move there. For the present it will build two types of cars: the 
Kaiser and the Frazer. Both cars will be full-size, six-passenger 
automobiles. Both will be more or less conventional in appearance. 
Designs for the Frazer have becn completed and the company is 
talking about delivering these to dealers by March of next year. The 
Frazer will sell in the medium-price field, roughly in the price bracket 
with Dodge. The company expects to begin delivering the Kai- 
ser, a low-price car that will sell for less than $1,000, by June 
1946. Commenting on reports that the Kaiser would have a rear-end 
engine, Joseph Frazer has said chat the chances of this arc ‘about

No report on the new automobiles would be complete without a 
few words about the car of the future. These few words are easy to 
come by in Detroit. They are contained in two standard aphorisms, 
which automobile men generally use to answer questions about the 
1947 models and other cars of the near future. Aphorism No. 1:"'If 
we knew what the car of the future was going to be, we'd be building 
it now." Aphorism No. 2:'*The automobile industry is evolution- 
ary, not revolutionary.” More supercilious than instructive, these 
remarks provide a kind of negative indication that we, as customers, 
ced not expect much radical change in automobiles. Members of the 
industry are firmly of the opinion that the public doesn’t want 
change. They point to the nearly disastrous careers of the Airflow 
Chrysler and what they call the pregnant Buick as unmistakable 
signs that anything approaching radical innovation in design is fore 
doomed to failure. (It’s possible, of course, that the customers didn’t 
take to the bulging Buick and Chrysler, not because they are set 
against new design but simply because both these designs were plain 
ugly.) 

In spite of the deep-seated prejudice against change common in 
Detroit, there will be substantial improvements in the automobiles 
of the near furure and some of the established manufacturers will 
even make completely new cars. Beginning with the 1947 model 
year, for example, Ford will start producing, in addition to two lines 
of Mercurys and three of Lincolns, one brand new car. The new car 
doesn't yet have a name. It is referred to now around the company as 
“the little one." The Ford little one will be a low-priced, full-sized, 
light-weight automobile, powered by cither a four-cylinder, five- 
cylinder or cight-cylinder engine. * . 
gadgets,” Ford officials say, and add that ic is intended “to 
provide transportation and nothing clse."” The price of the little 
one, the company says, will be from 15% to 25% less than that of 
the cheapest Ford in the deluxe, or lower-priced, lines. On the basis 
of 1942 prices, the little one would thus sell in the neighborhood 
of $575- 

If Ford builds a new low-cost car, the chances are that General 
Motors will do the same and possibly Chrysler, too. Besides the new 
small cars, there will be changes in the conventional models. Three 
that are regarded as inevitable are the universal adoption of auto- 
matic transmission to climinate the gear shife and clutch pedal, a re- 
duction in weight, and improvements in windshield and window de- 
sign which will give the customer a somewhat better than even 
chance of seeing where he is going. It would be a mistake to predict 
that these changes will come suddenly or altogether. The auto- 
mobile industry will work out these problems in what might be 
described, if I may coin a phrase, as an evolutionary, rather than a 
revolutionary, manner.

$3,000 A YEAR 


Fireman’s family loves to live in the sun 


Tie most valuable ingredient of the California way of tife—sunshine—is 
free. The wealthiest Californians cannot absorb any more of it than the 
Loeffler family of Glendale whose income is $3,000 a year. LeRoy Loefiler, 32, 
has been working for three years as an engineer in Glendale’s Fire Depart- 
ment, He has a wife, Joyce, and two daughters, Lynanne who is 5 and Janine 
who is 214, The Loefflers live in a neat white $7,800 bungalow with six rooms 
and two fireplaces. They bought it on an FHA loan on which they now pay 
$37.50 a month, Like almost all Californians they have a car, a Dodge, with 
which they can drive 2 miles to Glendale’s shopping center, 12 miles to Los 
Angeles or 25 miles to the Pacific Ocean beaches. 

The Loefflers pay $80 a month for food, one third of it for vegetables and 
fruits, $15 a month for milk, $25.50 a month for insurance and about $15 
a month for utilities. During the three chilly months the bill for heating with 
gas stoves is $6 a month. In Mrs. Loeffler’s spacious kitchen are an electric 
refrigerator, an electric range (with built-in clock and cooking lamp), an elec- 
tric iron and toaster. One day a week she does the family washing with an 
Fasy electric washing machine. It takes her two hours, half an hour more to 
dry it in the sun, California air is so clear that she dusts only twice a week. 
The Loefilers are very thankful that they live in California. “My kids,” says 
Mr. Loeffler, “have a better chance to be healthy here than anywhere else.”

rE the sprawling communities of Southern Cali- 
fornia an automobile is almost as necessary as a 
pair of legs is in other sections of the U.S. A typical 
inhabitant of Los Angeles is helpless without one.

‘As a consequence of this enormous travel, Los 
Angeles has developed the roadside institution of 
the “drive-in” to an extent that would be consid- 
ered fantastic elsewhere in the U.S. It has not only 
drive-in restaurants and movie houses, but drive- 
in furniture stores, markets, laundries, even a 
drive-in bank where depositors can pull their cars 
right up to the teller’s window. 

Living in a natural paradise where highways con- 
nect modern communities and farms with some of 
the most beautiful scenery in the U. S., the South- 
ern Californian has created a way of life that, on 
the physical side, has at least some of the elements 
of Utopia. The eastern U.S., with its colder cli- 
mate, deeper traditions and older, crowded cities, 
could hardly expect to reconvert its urban life 
along the lines of the California model. Neverthe- 
less, the California way of life has much that can be

TOURISTS FEED DEER FROM THEIR CARS 


Isaiah Bowman 


The world’s leading political geographer, who helped frame American 


peace policy at Versailles, now has a new set of boundary worries 
by ROBERT COUGHLAN 


complicated than most people think. Although the war increased 

popular interest in it, che general average of geographic knowl- 
edge remains at about the level of the seventh grade, where most stu- 
dents leave it to go on to eighth-grade arithmetic and other troubles A 
certain sublevel is represented by people like Huckleberry Fina who, 
while passing over various areas in a free balloon, was disappointed to 
find that all of them were the same dull green and not pink, yellow, pur- 
ple or brown as shown in the geography books. 

Ac the other extreme from Huck Finn are the professional geographers. 
They have made the world cheir oyster and pursue the last shreds of in- 
formation about it by dividing into task forces, such as those devoted to 
physiography (land contours), demography (races and people) and com- 
mercial geography (economics). At the top of the geographers are the 
geopoliticians, who add everything up and interpret it in terms of inter- 
nacional power and opportunities, At the top of them all, one encounters 
Dr. Isaiah Bowman. He looks rather severe, as if he had just caught the 
world in a dereliction and was about to give it a talking to. 

Without a doubt, Dr. Bowman is the leading geographer in the U.S. 
and probably in che whole world. During the last 4o years his diverse 
talents in this line have won him 13 honorary degrees, nine honorary 
fellowships and six medals, as well as the presidency of Johas Hopkins 
University, the American Geographic Society, the International Geog- 
raphers Union and the American Association for the Advancement of 
Science. He speaks the language of his erade with the same ease and per- 
fect incomprehensibility, so far as the layman is concerned, that Sid Gary 
speaks double-talk (¢. g. “*thalweg,” “‘divortia” and “cuesta’” mean 
respectively the middle of a river channel, a water-parting in the moun- 
tains and a ridge with one slope steeper than the other), His memory is 
prodigious, enabling him to recall in a moment the rate of population 
growth in Java, the proportion of East Indians among the inhabitants of 
the Fiji Islands (nearly hal€) and similar $64 questions, “Dr. Bowman,” 
one of his colleagues has remarked, ‘‘is absolutely peerless, In a manner 
of speaking, you might say he is the Byron Nelson of geography.” 

Bowman's high ability is an important assct to the U. S. at the present 
time, Correct geographical-political 
interpretations are the foundation 
for sound foreign policy and, con- 
versely, unsound political geogra- 
phers can cause a great deal of trou- 
ble when the world is in an unset- 
tled condition, Professor Karl Haus- 
hofer, for instance, the head of the 
famous Institut fiir Geopolitik, was 
influential in curning German think- 
ing into the paths of aggression. 
Haushofer was a mystic and his sys 
tem was full of Teutonic spookeric 
and Weltanschauung. Bowman, onthe 
other hand, is not in che least mys- 
tical, Heisasrealisticand tidy-mind- 
ed as a certified public accountanc. 
Although human prejudices neces- 
sarily play apart in his calculations, 
he disapproves of them. In some 
ways he disapproves of humans. 
This feeling, however, is tempered 
by a persistent idealism that makes 
him think mankind may eventual- 
ly turn out better than he suspects. 

Dr. Bowman's rather jaundiced 
view of people is based on two prin-

cipal defects in chem. One is their laziness, The other is that they lead 
fractional lives, largely unaware of the potentialities that lie around them. 
Achis home he has four filing cabinets given over to folders labeled "Who 
‘Are You?" "Where Do You Live?” and "What Do You Believe?” “In 1938 
my wifeand I visited the University of Puerto Rico," he recalls. "We were 
told, when we arrived, of the paucity and smallness of the indigenous 
Puerto Rican flowers. Yet a few days later one of the faculty invited us to 
dinner and chere we found that his wife had some soo life-size watercolors 
of Puerto Rican flowers. They were lovely. Those people at the university, 
you see, did not know the answer co ‘Where Do You Live?’ What a pity.” 

Dr. Bowman himself is a living example of his alert, perceptive, hyper- 
tensive ideal. He serves on numerous boards of directors of business and 
public insticutions, is the author of 14 books, is a consultant for several 
learned societies and government agencies, makes infrequent but massive 
speeches, and in the pase has accomplished feats of strength ranging from 
winning the wrestling championship of his ncighborhood to climbing 
the Andes. During his ten-year regime at Johns Hopkins, which was pre- 
viously in a slump, he has raised $1,000,000 in endowments and reduced 
the operating deficit of the school from $164,000 a year to nothing, When 
Dr. Bowman walks into the office of a prospective benefactor, his manner 
is at the same time crisp, affable and remorseless, With his rimless glasses, 
stiff collar and impeccable grooming, he is a picture of directed and con- 
trolled efficiency. 

During the last several years Dr. Bowman has managed to run Johns 
Hopkins capably by spending only two or three days a week these, The 
rest of his time he has given largely to the State Department, either in 
Washington or at the scene of international conferences. He spent two 
months at San Francisco, where, among other jobs, he was chairman of 
the commictee of advisers—including John Foster Dulles, Hamilton Fish 
Armstrong and similar eminences—who gave expert counsel to the U. S. 
delegation, In this role Dr. Bowman was a full-grained statesman, deal- 
ing with the imponderables of world politics including Stalin's mood at 
breakfast as reflected in Molotov’s attitude at lunch. With the interna 
tional organization set up and running (however hesitantly) the next 
order of business is the actual drawing of boundaries. This is exactly Dr. 

Bowman's dish, Under his chair- 
manship the Stare Department's 
Territorial Committee has drawn 
detailed recommendations for all 
the disputed arcas of the world. 

These represent the ripe fruition 
of a lifetime's study by Dr. Bow- 
man and the other experts involved. 
They are documented, closely rea 
aaa soned and geographically impreg- 
nable. Nevertheless, when they are 
submitted to the peace conferences, 
the chances are that none of them 
will be accepted in toro by the coun 
tries affected. The fact is that 
boundary-making, while it draws 
on many sciences, is not itself a sci- 
ence and there is no such thing as 
a “scientific boundary.” A bound- 
ary is simply a line, and like all 
man-made lines i is arbitrary. More- 
over, when peaceably arrived at it 
is usually the result of a compro- 
mise in which each party has con- 
vincing reasons why it should be 
moved farther into the other's ter- 
ritory.

This being the case, the main efforts of a statesman-geographer 
such as Dr. Bowman must be arbitrative: to see that, in the absence 
of perfect justice, something resembling justice is done. Towns 
should not ordinarily be separated from their economic trading areas, 
national groups from the main body of their countrymen, or indus- 
tries from their nearby raw-material sources. By and large, che diffi 
cult boundary cases are in Europe, since it is there that nationalism 
began and there that it has taken on its monomaniac forms. The 
State Department will have as many as 30 disputed European bound- 
aries to worry about. These include Tetschen, Fiume, Trieste, Upper 
Silesia and other reliables that have been causing wars for gencra- 
tions and that can never be demarked to anybody's complete satis- 
faction. In the rest of the world, as late as 150 years ago, boundaries 
were quite nebulous, and even today, in some“ backward" areas, the 
native inhabitants have no particular sense of nationality and refuse 
to be excited by neighborly encroachments that would send Europe- 
ans rushing to the arsenals, Of course, since these peoples are largely 
subject to European colonial powers, which feel differently, adjudi- 
cation of their borders will not be simple, cither. Even the unique 
“unarmed'’ U.S.-Canada border, which looks simple and to whose 
definition both countries came with great goodwill, required 19 
treaties, conventions, protocols and arbitrations to straighten out. 
As for the U.."s southern border, it probably never will be settled, 
since it is based on the Rio Grande, which frequently changes its 
course and puts small tracts of U.S. soil under Mexican sovereignty, 
or vice versa. 


How to make a boundary 


To the solution of these ultimately insoluble matters Dr. Bowman 
brings only a few rules of thumb. One is that if a boundary has lasted 
a long time without much friction, it should be left alone even 
though there may be some plausible reason for changing it. Another 
is that the right of “national sclf-determination” is not sacred 
President Wilson was insistent on the opposite view during the 
making of the last peace but, as events showed, it was not too little 
nationalism but too much that helped make Europe unstable. In gen- 
eral, in forming his judgment about a boundary Dr. Bowman aims 
at the best compromise among three factors, One is history—who 
has owned the territory and how it was acquired. The second is the 
current situation—who wants it and why and with what kind of 
support from strong powers. The third is “The Ideal""—the At- 
lantic Charter.

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political and territorial intelligence, Dr. Bowman channeled and 
often originated the advice Wilson got and consequently had more to 
do than probably any other American with revising Europe's map. 

If the map turned out neither as a model of justice nor exactly as 
Dr. Bowman wished, the fault was not his. As he looks back on ic 
now and tries to profit by its lessons, it was nobody's fault in par- 
ticular but the Europeans’ fault in general. ** It's their oversized sense 
of history,” he says sourly, ‘*One day we had a hearing of the Cen- 
tral European Committee concerning the restoration of old bound- 
aries. One committeeman got up, told of his ancestor who died in the 
16th Century defending these boundaries, and the tears ran down his 
face! If my grandfather had been killed by Indians, I'd be bragging 


* about it. Imagine. Crying! Over a man he never even knew.” 


“Sink ’em!” 


Ie would be wrong to think that this and similar experiences at 
Versailles left Dr. Bowman unfriendly toward Europeans. However, 
inasmuch as he is scientific and unemotional by instinct and long 
training, it undoubtedly did something to his psyche. Like 
famous experiment with dogs, the sight of an official European causes 
a small bell to ring in Dr. Bowman's head, warning him to take an 
en garde position and arousing a feeling of incipient frustration, Frus- 
tration is normally followed by an outburst of irritation, This oc- 
curred recently when an acquaintance asked Dr. Bowman what should 
be done about overemotional Europeans this time. “Sink ‘em in the 
sea!” he snapped 

Ac the time of Dr. Bowman's disenchantment with Europeans he 
was barely 4o years old but was already director of the American 
Geographical Society. He was considered the leading geographer of 
his day, as his position at Versailles indicated. He had come a long 
way for a man of his years and beginnings. He was born in Waterloo, 
Ontario in 1878, into a farm family of moderate means. He had six 
sisters and a brother. When he was cight weeks old his parents moved 
to a farm in Michigan and he grew up there and trudged three miles 
a day to a country school. He was interested in geography almost as 
soon as he could read. In due course young Bowman went to Ferris 
Institute, a Big Rapids preparatory school, and then to Michigan 
State Normal. He took his last two years of college at Harvard, 
where he enrolled under Professor W. M. Davi: ‘amous geographer 
ng, "Gentlemen, we 
are going to have a lot of fun this year. We are going to learn a lot 
of interesting things and explore a lot of fascinating territories, But 
before we begin, I must tell those of you who intend to become geog- 
raphers—there is no living in it.” 

Undeterred, Bowman plowed through Harvard with honors and 
then went to Yale as an assistant professor. In th. next ten years he 
got his Ph.D., did some lecturing at Wesleyan, married Cora Gold- 
thwait of Lynn, Mass., led two expeditions to South America and 
was geographer and geologist on a third. The last was sponsored by 
the American Geographic Society. Two years later, in 1915, the So- 
ciety needed a new director and Bowman got the job. 

The Society was in poor shape and Bowman reorganized it from 
top to bottom. Shortly it was a model of smooth, businesslike effi- 
ciency. In the process Bowman got to be known widely as a practical 
scholar. His ideas, which were generally good in the first place, ben- 
efited from the weight of his own vigorous confidence in them, This

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extends to his political opinions, which are firmly Democratic. The 
late Daniel B, Willard, an equally stanch Republican who was presi- 
dent of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad and a member of the Johns 
Hopkins board of trustees, once became so annoyed on this account 
as to say to him, “Dr. Bowman, I have great esteem for you. 1 
will go further and say I have a great affection for you. Butwith refer- 
ence to your opinion on this subject, I don't give a good round 
damn.” 

Ordinarily Dr. Bowman's opinions are not only firm but highly 
persuasive, with the result that he usually ends up in charge of what- 
ever organization he happens to be a part of. This was dramatically 
illustrated during the course of “The Inquiry,” a scholarly commit- 
tee set up in 1917 by Colonel House to study the problems of the ap- 
proaching peace. It was an impressive little group, including Charles 
Seymour, now the president of Yale; James T. Shotwell, the histo- 
rian; Archibald Coolidge of Harvard; and young Walter Lippmann, 
who was secretary. Bowman was brought in as the geographical ex- 
pert. He nor only discharged this function brilliantly but very shortly 
became The Inquiry’s host by inviting it to make the Society its per- 
manent quarters. In due course he became the executive officer of the 
whole works. 

In 1919 President Wilson invited 12 of The Inquiry’s key members 
to go along to Paris to advise him about the peace treaties. Inasmuch 
as a large State Department delegation had made the trip for that 
very purpose and considered itself fully competent to do the job, the 
result was a small civil war. After a brief tussle Bowman emerged 
triumphant. The Inquiry was installed at the President's right hand 
and its ideas were dominant at the conference. 

Bowman can be Machiavellian as well as persuasive, as Charles 
Scymour recalls. One day at Versailles, where Seymour was serving 
The Inquiry as a specialist on Austria-Hungary, Bowman called him

A polar celebrity 


After Versailles Bowman returned to his work at the Society, where 
he remained until he went to Johns Hopkins in 1935. During his 20 
years in office, the Society's map collection became what geographers 
and cartographers consider the only really well-chosen and organized 
selection in the U. S. Its most remarkable item is the millionth map, 
a huge affair drawn in fine detail 1/1,000,000 the size of all the 
Western Hemisphere south of the Rio Grande. Bowman's kinetic ap- 
proach to geography also resulted in scores of Society-sponsored field 
trips and voyages of exploration, some of which he conducted. In an 
earlier century his name doubtless would have been attached to con- 
tinents and archipelagoes by his protégés, who have included Byrd, 
Wilkins and most of the other great contemporary explorers. Unfor- 
tunately everything habitable has long since been named, but in the 
polar regions Bowman enjoys a prestige equaled only by Stalin's in 
Russia, with Bowman Bay, Bowman Island, Bowman Glacier and 
various other bleak landmarks to honor him. 

This frosty immortality is only one of many satisfactions Bowman 
can take from life as he has led it. An executive of the Great North- 
crn Railroad once said to him and a group of other geographers, “I 
never traveled with a bunch of fellows who knew so much about the 
earth and owned so little of it.” However, as he sits in the library

“How do you do, Dr. Bowman,” said this intrepid woman, strid- 
ing across the room and grasping his hand. ‘You're not as old as I 
expected.” 

“And you, madam," Bowman replied, “‘are not as young as I ex- 
pected.” 

Generally Bowman's jokes are of a milder order, often revolving 
around his first name. His parents, who were great Bible readers, 
didn’t consider it unusual. Ir gave Bowman some trouble in his youth 
but eventually he became rather proud of it. One time, on mecting 
the eminent Harvard law professor, Zechariah Chafee Jr., he de- 
clared, “I shall call you Zechariah. Any two people with the names 
of Zechariah and Isaiah should never call cach other by anything 
other than their first names." Sure cnough, some months later Pro- 
fessor Chafee had occasion to write to Dr. Bowman and addressed 
him “Dear Isaiah,” signing himsclf merely ‘“Zechariah."" Bowman 
recalled him immediately and still chuckles over the professorial in- 
formality they both displayed. 

Much as he prefers the company of the very young, it will be some 
time before Bowman is free to enjoy much of it. He returned to Balti- 
more from the San Francisco Conference physically and mentally ex- 
hausted and then had to plunge into a heavy schedule of university 
work during the hottest summer weather. While the London con- 
ference was going on he was recuperating at his favorite vacation 
spot, an island ina lake deep in the New Hampshire woods. Bow- 
man's duties at Johns Hopkins have been unusually arduous during 
the war because the university housed so many special scientific proj- 
ects for the government. The most notable was the radio. proximity 
fuze, which Assistant Navy Secretary H. Struve Hensel called the 
most important discovery of the war next to the atomic bomb. There 
were some 60 others and, as president, Bowman was involved in all of 
them, Ac the same time, in between international conferences and his 
work in Washington, he was trying to carry on his long-range plans 
for the school. Johns Hopkins had been known primarily for its 
School of Medicine and its Graduate School when Bowman took 
over, and he has tried to strengthen the undergraduate courses with 
special attention to physics; chemistry, biology, English and, of 
course, geography. 

Despite the progress it has made under his hand, Bowman often 
has strong ewinges of conscience about Johns Hopkins, and for the 
present he would like nothing better than to give it all his time. 
“After all,” he says, “a fellow ought to owe his first loyalty co the 
place that gives him his pay check.’* Accordingly he has notified the 
State Department that it can count on him only as an adviser from 
now on and not as a delegate to any more long-drawn-out con- 
ferences. He has keen under pressure to change his mind, however, 
and there is every chance that he will. Swearing off internation- 
al conferences for Bowman would be like a fire chief swearing off 
fires. As a geographer who, 50 years ago, took the whole world 
for his province, he feels a proprietary interest in it. One acquaint- 
ance has said, “Bowman is everybody's old Uncle Ned. He likes 
the world and wants it to do right, but he’s a realist about it. Ie 
would be interesting to turn the whole thing over to him. It would 
be well-organized and well-run, it would make money, sober up, 
keep itself clean and be kind to children. And it certainly would be a 
more respectable place to live in.”
